Council 

finalizes 

budget 

The  Wilcox  administration  will  put  the 
ear-mark  to  funds  for  the  last  time  in 
tonight’s  budgetary  session  of  the 
ASBYU  Executive  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  vice-presidents’ 
requests  for  last  minute  funds  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  President  Reed 
Wilcox  will  call  for  a vote  on  a proposal 
that  all  excess  profits  be  placed  in  a 
contingency  fund  for  the  Library.  The 
meeting,  which  is  open  to  students,  will 
be  held  at  5:15  p.m.  jn  378  ELWC. 

The  excess  amounted  to  approximately 
$30,000  two  weeks  ago,  according  to 
Dick  Newcomer,  vice-president  of 
Finance.  ' 

The  two  areas  to  be  considered  in  fund 
allocation  are  monies  for  next  year,  and 
assets  for  this  year  which  have  not  been 
received  yet. 

NEWCOMER  explained  that  ASBYU 
still  had  numerous  outstanding  bills  and  it 
would  probably  not  be  until  June  that 
they  knew  exactly  how  much  was  left  in 
the  accounts. 

He  said  that  even  though  they  did  not 
have  specific  figures  at  present  they 
would  allocate  for  particular  things  and 
the  remainder  would  be  put  into  another 
fund,  probably  the  library  project. 

As  of  Aug.  31  the  budget  year  ends. 
Funds  not  allocated  by  that  time  revert 
into  a Student  Government  Retained 
Earnings  Account,  according  to 
Newcomer. 

Funds  in  this  account  are  for  the  use  of 
students  in  subsequent  years  for  “large” 
projects.  However,  he  said  that  the 
requirements  for  use  of  monies  in  this 
account  are  so  stringent  that  they  are 
seldom  used.

In,  spite  of  the  drawbacks, 
students  come  in  droves  to  spend 
nearly  an  hour  and  a half 
dickering  over  the  30  assorted 
bikes,  five  frames  and  two 
tricycles. 

The  auction,  which  took  place 
on  the  loading  dock  on  the  east 
side  of  the  ASB,  was  the  first  held 
by  Security  in  over  a year, 
according  to  Capt.  Nielsen. 

An  estimated  $500  was  raised. 
Nielsen  indicated  that  he  would 
urge  administration  officials  to 
allow  Security  to  take  their 
expenses  out  of  the  proceeds  and 
put  the  remainder  in  the  Library 
Fund. 


LAST  YEAR  there  were  so  many 
deficits  that  ASBYU  “just  about  broke 
even,”  according  to  Newcomer.  The  year 
before  that,  there  was  an  excess  of 
$45,400. 

A number  of  the  vice-presidents  have 
already  indicated  the  nature  and  amount 
of  funds  they  will  request  at  tonight’s 
meeting. 

The  Culture  office,  unless  there  are  . 
sufficient  funds  already  in  their  account, 
will  request  an  allocation  of  between 


$600  to.  $1,000  for  art  for  the  ELWC. 
The  Organisation’s  office  is  to  request 
$3,350.  WCkmen’s  Activities  and 
Academics  have  enough  capital  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  and  will  not 
request  any  funds. 

NEWCOMER  explained  that  the 
outstanding  bills  remaining  this  year  were 
of  the  “sort  of  thing  where  we  send  a 
work*  order  to  physical  plant  if  they  are 
working  on  construction  for  a 


departmentalization  program,  or  where  a 
department  needs  books  or  supplies.”  He 
said  that  the  volume  of  such  orders  had 
not  been  burdensome  but  that  many 
things  had  not  been  available  for 
purchase.  Most  student  government 
expenditures  are  on  a prepaid  basis. 

Executive  Vice-president  Alan  Wilkins 
explained  that  since  student  government 
had  asked  students  to  contribute  to  the 
library  fund  they  felt  it  only  fair  that 
student  government  do  the  same.

No  halt  for  bombing 

Nixon  continues  troop 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - President 
Nixon,  declaring  he  could  “see  the  day 
when  no  more  Americans  will  be 
involved,”  announced  Wednesday  night 
the  withdrawal  of  20,000  more  U.S. 
troops  from  Vietnam  by  July  1 . But  he 
saijl  U.S.  planes  would  continue  to  bomb 
North  Vietnam  until  Hanoi  abandons  its 
I offensive  in  the  south. 

The  President’s  announcement, 
. delivered  in  a nationwide  radio  and 
television  address  from  his  White  House 
I office,  meant  that  American  troop 
: strength  would  be  down  to  49,000  men 
' within  two  months.  The  new  rate  of 
withdrawal  was  10,000  a month, 
I compared  to  about  23,000  per  month 
: under  Nixon’s  last  withdrawal  statement. 

Still,  the  President  said  his 
' Vietnamization  program  had  “proved 
i itself  sufficiently”  in  the  month-old 
I'Communist  offensive  “that  we  can 
continue  our  program  of  withdrawing 
American  forces  without  detriment  to 
our  over-all  goal  of  ensuring  South 
Vietnam’s  survival  as  an  independent 
country.” 


While  continuing  the  U.S.  air  and  naval 
assault  on  military  targets  in  North 
Vietnam,  Nixon  said,  the  United  States  is 
going  back  to  the  bargaining  table  in  Paris 
with  this  first  order  of  business:  “To  get 
the  enemy  to  halt  his  invasion  of  South 
Vietnam,  and  to  return  the  American 
prisoners  of  war.” 

THE  PRESIDENT  said  ambassador 
William  J.  Porter  was  not  resuming  the 
Paris  talks  “simply  in  order  to  hear  more 
empty  propaganda  and  bombast”  from 
the  Communists  but  “with  the  firm 
expectation  that  productive  talks  leading 
to  rapid  progress  will  follow  through  all 
available  channels.” 

Unlike  his  previous  troop  withdrawal 
announcements,  Nixon  did  not  promise 
at  the  same  time  Wednesday  night  to 
make  another  similar  announcement 
when  the  next  withdrawal  phase  is 
completed  by  July  1 . 

But  neither  did  the  President  speak  of 
any  “residual  force”  of  American  support 
personnel  and  military  advisers  which 


withdrawal 

would  remain  in  Vietnam  indefinitely,  as 
has  been  widely  predicted. 

He  said  simply  that  “the  South 
Vietnamese  have  made  great  progress  and 
are  now  bearing  the  brunt  of  the  battle. 
We  can  now  see  the  day  when  no  more 
Americans  will  be  involved  there  at  all.” 

BY  LEAVING  open  the  departure  date 
for  the  49,000  Americans  remaining  in 
Vietnam  after  July  1,  the  President  could 
be  using  the  prospect  of  a U.S.  “residual 
force”  as  a bargaining  point  for 
Communist  release  of  American  prisoners 
of  war,  while  giving  himself  room  for 
additional  withdrawals  before  the 
November  elections. 

In  a briefing  for  reporters  in  the  White 
House  East  Room  before  the  President 
went  on  the  air,  Henry  A.  Kissinger,  his 
national  security  affairs  adviser,  refused 
to  speculate  on  any  rock-bottom  residual 
force. 

“We  will  answer  about  troop  ceilings  as 
we  go  along,”  he  said.  “We  won’t 
speculate  now.”

Acting  on  an  anonymous  tip 
received  late  Tuesday  night,  BYU 
Security  was  able  to  restrain  an 
Orem  mother  of  three  from 
leaping  from  an  eighth-floor 
window  of  the  Widtsoe  Bldg.,  said 
Security  Chief  Swen  Nielsen. 

The  officers  placed  themselves

The  woman  then  threatened  the 
patrolman  with  the  tire  tool  but 
she  was  subdued  and  placed  in  the 
Utah  State  Hospital  for 
observation,  according  to  Nielsen. 

Another  officer,  running  from 
the  ELWC  to  assist  in  the  episode,  - 
suffered  serious  knee  injuries  and 
lacerated  palms  when  he  was 


forced  to  dive  to  the  pavement  to 
avoid  being  struck  by  a car.

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South  Viets  “encourage”  Pentagon 

As  President  Nixon  put  the  finishing  touches  on  last  night’s 
nationwide  speech  on  the  war,  the  Pentagon  said  yesterday  the  United 
States  was  encouraged  by  the  success  South  Vietnamese  troops  had  in 
blunting  the  Communists’  month-old  offensive. 

“The  enemy  has  taken  very  major  casualties  and  is  on  his  way  to 
another  set  of  losses  similar  to  the  1968  TET  offensive,”  said  Defense 
Department  spokesman  Jerry  W.  Friedheim. 

Meanwhile  in  Vietnam,  Allied  soldiers  successfully  re-ooened  the  vital 
An  Khe  pass  along  east-west  highway  19  in  the  Central  Highlands.  The 
re-opening  came  at  the  end  of  a 16-day  battle  that  killed  more  than  700 
North  Vietnamese  who  had  taken  the  highway  in  an  attempt  to  cut 
South  Vietnam  in  half. 

Nixon  strikes  against  cancer 

President  Nixon  requested  Congress  yesterday  to  appropriate  an 
additional  $40  million  in  the  current  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  to 
increase  efforts  to  find  a cure  for  cancer. 

“This  brings  the  total  amount  requested  to  $378  million,  a 100  per 
cent  increase  over  the  amount  requested  in  the  1970,”  Nixon  said. 


Returned  to  sender 

Former  Postmaster  Genera!  Arthur  E.  Summerfleld,  “Mr.  Michigan 
Republican,”  died  yesterday  at  the  age  of  73. 

Summerfield’s  early  support  of  Richard  M.  Nixon  was  instrumental  in 
thwarting  the  first  “dump  Nixon”  movement. 

Wallace  a “frightening  phenomenon” 

Terming  Alabama  Governor  George  C.  Wallace’s  strong  showing  in 
the  Pennsylvania  primary  a “frightening  phenomenon,”  United  Auto 
Workers  President  Leonard  Woodcock  pledged  continued  support  for 
Sen.  Edmund  S.  Muskie  in  Ohio. 

Although  he  said  that  Muskie  was  “in  trouble,”  Woodcock  said  that 
he  would  not  reconsider  his  support  until  after  the  Ohio  primary  on 
May  2. 


Sadat  promises  war 

Warning  that  another  Middle  East  war  “is  not  far  off,”  Egyptian 
President  Anwar  Sadat  vowed  to  “Humiliate”  Israel  and  recover 
occupied  Arab  territory  within  a year. 

Speaking  to  crowds  gathered  at  A1  Hussein  Mosque  in  Cairo  to 
celebrate  the  Prophet  Mohammed’s  birthday,  Sadat  said;  “I  promise 
you  we  shall  observe  the  next  anniversary  of  the  prophet’s  birthday  by 
celebrating  not  only  the  liberation  of  our  land  but  also  the  conquering 
of  Israel’s  arrogance  and  humiliating  them.”

Speeding  toward  today’s 
afternoon  splashdown  in  the 
Pacific,  the  spacemen  answered 
reporters’  questions  radioed  up  to 
their  spacecraft  from  Mission 
Control  in  Houston. 

John  W.  Young,  mission 
commander  and  veteran  of  four 
spaceflights,  summed  up  the 
crew’s  reaction  to  the  $445 
million  mission  that  may  force 
scientists  to  revise  their  theories 
about  the  moon’s  creation. 

“I  think  we’ve  seen  as  much  in 
10  days  as  most  people  could  see 
in  10  lifetimes,”  Young  radioed, 
“and  we  certainly  enjoyed  it.” 

But  Young  said  he  and  his 
rookie  space  companions,  Charles 
M.  Duke  Jr.  and  Thomas  K. 
“K,en”  Mattingly,  were  not  sure 
whether  they  would  ever  get  to 
explore  the  Descartes  highlands 
when  they  experienced  computer 
and  ship  trouble  that  caused  a 
six-hour  delay  in  their  moon 
landing  Thursday  night. 

Mattingly  was  unable  to  fire  the 
command  ship  Casper’s  main 
engine  to  raise  his  orbit  and  be  in 
position  for  Duke  and  Young’s 
final  descent  for  three  days  on  the 
lunar  surface.  The  problem  was 
finally  traced  to  a guidance 
control  unit.  Ground  engineers 
decided  to  permit  the  landing 
anyway  because  Mattingly  had  a 
backup  system. 

Earlier  in  the  day.  Young  had 
cautioned  scientists  against 
jumping  to  new  conclusions  about 
the  moon’s  formation  until  they 
have  studied  the  245  pounds  of 


along  with  the  thousands  of 
pictures  Mattingly  took  from 
lunar  orbit. 

“It’s  too  soon  to  be  making  any 
major  conclusion  about  the 
region,”  Young  said  when  told 
that  some  scientists  were  already 
forming  new  theories  about  the 
moon.  “It  just  ain’t  good 
science.” 

The  end  of  their  11-day 
flight-one  day  shorter  than 
originally  planned  and  the 
next-to-last  in  the  Apollo 
series— will  come  at  2:44  p.m, 
EST  Thursday  in  the  Pacific, 
1,550  miles  south  of  Honolulu. 

Weather  in  the  recovery  area 
was  reported  good.  The  carrier 
USS  Ticonderoga  was  standing  by 
to  pluck  the  pilots  and  their 
rock-laden  command  ship  Casper 
out  of  the  water. 

When  they  were  133,820  miles 
from  Earth,  the  astronauts 
reported  a warning  light  in  the 
command  ship,  apparently 
indicating  the  guidance  computer 
would  not  accept  commands. 

The  crew  and  Mission  Control 
ran  a series  of  tests  which  gave  the 
computer  “a  clean  bill  of  health.” 

‘JValV  relaxes 

West  Germany  reached  an 
agreement  on  road,  rail  and  canal 
traffic  between  the  two  nations 
last  night  and  immediately 
afterward  East  Germany  said 
restrictions  on  travel  through  the 
Berlin  Wall  would  be  relaxed  and 
some  East  Germans  could  visit 
West  Germany  for  the  first  time  in 
1 1 yyears. 

The  East  German  statement  also 
said  West  Germans  would  be 
allowed  to  visit  East  Germany 
more  freely  than  at  present.

In  John  Donne’s  work,  “No  Man  Is  An

This  morning  as  Edmund 
Muskie  beholds  the  shambles  of  what  was 
once  a bright,  well-oiled  machine,  he  does 
not  even  have  to  ask.  He  must  know  it 
tolls  for  him.  It  is  his  death  knell. 

Where  the  Muskie  team  could 
rationalize  the  losses  in  Florida  and 
iVisconsin  with  the  promise  that  there 
were  more  primaries,  they  are  rapidly 
running  out  of  time.  Before  Tuesday, 
Vluskie  was  at  least  batting  .500  with  his 
Florida  and  Wisconsin  losses  offset  by 
victories  in  New  Hampshire  and  Illinois.

“The  Kid”  McGovern  is  credited  with  the 
most  momentum  after  his  dramatic, 
unexpected  victories  in  Wisconsin  and 
Massachusetts.  But  the  real  winner  is  not 
to  be  found  among  the  announced 
candidates. 

It  has  been  rumored  that  Senator 
McGovern’s  campaign  is  a vanguard  for 
Edward  Kennedy.  In  spite  of  frequent 
denials,  McGovern’s  actions  would  seem 
to  reinforce  the  rumors  rather  than  deny 
them.  The  appearance  of  Robert 
Kennedy’s  oldest  daughter  by  his  side  the 
past  week  is  particularly  damaging.

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Humphrey,  McGovern  grab 
decisive  primary  victories

Sens.  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  and 
George  S.  McGovern  took  charge 
today  as  the  chief  contenders  for 
the  Democratic  presidential 
nomination  by  winning  the 
Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts 
primaries  and  all  but  eliminating 
Sen.  Edmund  S.  Muskie  as  a 
serious  challenger. 

Muskie,  the  early  frontrunner, 
nosedived  to  the  statusl)f  also-ran 
with  a weak  showing  in  both  of 
Tuesday’s  big  state  primaries,  but 
pledged  to  stay  in  the  fight  to 
convention  time. 

And  Alabama  Gov.  George  C. 
Wallace  continued  to  show  his 
vote-getting  appeal  in 
Pennsylvania  where  he  appeared 
to  have  nosed  out  Muskie  and 
McGovern  for  second  place  with 
21  per  cent  of  the  ballots. 

Humphrey,  winning  in  a 
presidential  primary  for  the  first 
time  in  his  career,  netted  35  per 
cent  of  the  Pennsylvania  total. 

McGovern  emerged  as  the  big 
psychological  winner  however. 

THE  SOUTH  DAKOTAN 
over-whelmed  Muskie  in 
Massachusetts,  51  to  22  pet  cent, 
and  apparently  swept  all  102  of 
the  state’s  delegates  to  move 
ahead  of  Muskie  in  the  number  of 
pledged  convention  votes.  He  ran 
stronger  than  expected  in 
Pennsylvania. 

McGovern  now  has  235 
delegates  sewed  up  to  Muskie’s 
138  and  Humphrey’s  78. 

Wallace,  who  made  only  a 
minimal  gesture  in  Pennsylvania, 
jubilantly  viewed  his  showing  in 
the  Keystone  state  as  “one  of  the 
most  phenomenal  victories  we’ve 
ever  had.  We  came  into  this  state 
only  one  day  and  made  only  one 


major  speech  and  have  ended  up 
in  a close  race  for  second  place.” 

He  predicted  he  would  defeat 
Humphrey  in  the  Indiana 
Democratic  primary  next  Tuesday 
with  Ohio  balloting  on  the  same 
day. 

Sen.  Edmund  S.  Muskie  of 
Maine  was  “evaluating  the 
political  situation”  after  his  latest 
primary  defeats  and  will  hold  a 
news  conference  today  to 
announce  his  plans  as  a candidate 
for  the  Democratic  presidential 
nomination. 

Peace  talks  to 

PARIS  (UPI)  - With  both  sides 
making  concessions,  the  Allied 
and  Communist  delegations 
agreed  yesterday  to  resume  the 
Paris  Vietnam  peace  talks  today 
after  a five-week  suspension.  The 
chief  Hanoi  negotiator  indicated 
North  Vietnam  is  also  ready  to 
renew  secret  discussions  with  the 
United  States. 

Xuan  Thuy,  who  heads  the 
North  Vietnamese  delegation  to 
the  four-sided  conference,  told 
newsmen  after  meeting  for  30 
minutes  with  French  Foreign 
Minister  Maurice  Schumann  that 
Hanoi’s  special  emissary  Le  Due 
Tho  “may  come  back  to  Paris  at 
any  time  now”  that  the  regular 
talks  are  resuming. 

Tho  is  the  seventh-ranking 
member  of  Hanoi’s  ruling  Political 
Bureau  and  is  a special  adviser  to 
the  Communist  negotiators  here. 
He  held  13  secret  meetings  last 
summer  with  U.S.  presidential 
adviser  Henry  A.  Kissinger. 

The  Communist  Vietnamese  • 
and  the  Americans  and  South 
Vietnamese  made  concessions  to 


Muskie  cancelled  his  scheduled 
trips  to  Ohio,  scene  of  next 
Tuesday’s  presidential  primary, 
and  spent  the  day  and  evening 
closeted  with  his  family,  friends 
and  political  supporters  to  assess 
his  future. 

Beyond  the  popular  figures, 
Muskie  sustained  a more 
meaningful  setback  in  his  bid  for 
delegate  strength.  In  addition  to 
failing  to  collect  a single  delegate 
in  his  neighboring  state  of 
Massachusetts,  he  faltered  badly 
'in  the  same  area  in  Pennsylvania.

23rd  on  direct  instructions  from 
President  Nixon,  going  again. 

Diplomatic  sources  in  Moscow 
said  the  weekend  talks  between 
Communist  party  leader  Leonid  I. 
Brezhnev  and  visiting  presidential 
adviser  Henry  A.  Kissinger  in  the 
Soviet  capital  probably  resulted  in 
Washington’s  decision  to  return  to 
the  negotiating  table  in  Paris. 

Hanoi  dropped  its  demand  that 
U.S.  air  raids  must  stop  while 
Washington  eased  its  position  that 
no  negotiations  could  take  place 
until  the  Communist  offensive 
was  called  off  and  Hanoi  and  the 
Viet  Cong  “negotiate  seriously.” 

The  U.S.  bombing  attacks 
against  the  north  were  resumed 
following  the  launching  by  the 
Communists  of  a major  offensive 
into  the  South. 

In  agreeing  to  the  resumption  of 
the  talks,  the  North  Vietnamese 
gave  no  indication  that  they 
intended  to  meet  the  U.S.  request 
that  the  current  Communist 
military  offensive  against  South 
Vietnam  be  the  first  order  of 
business.

A reception  for 
Dr.  Vernon  will  follow  the 
lecture. 

To  be  selected  faculty  lecturer 
of  the  year,  a professor’s 


achievements  must  “transcent 
local  and  regional  boundaries,” 
and  he  must  show  frequent 
publication  in  professional 
journals  of  merit,  have  a 
consistently  high  record  both  as  a 
teacher  and  researcher,  and 
command  the  respect  of  scholars 
of  his  own  discipline,  according  to 
the  committee. 

Dr.  Vernon,  who  was  appointed 
director  of  research  at  BYU  in 
1970,  came  to  BYU  from  the 
Charles  F.  Kettering 
Photosynthesis  Laboratory  in 
Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  where  he 
had  been  director  of  research.  He 
previously  was  a professor  of 


chemistry  at  BYU  from  1954  to 
1961. 

A native  of  Roosevelt,  Utah,  he 
received  his  B.A.  degree  in 
chemistry  from  BYU  in  1948, 
heading  his  class  academically.  In 
1951  he  obtained  a Ph.D.  from 
Iowa  State  University  and 
completed  post-doctoral  research 
on  heart  muscles  at  the  Enzyme 
Institute  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  as  well  as  studies  at 
Washington  University  Medical 
School  and  Hopkin  Marine 
Station  in  California. 

While  at  BYU,  he  was  invited  to 
lecture  in  the  1957  Tokyo  and 
Kyoto,  Japan,  International 
Symposium  on  Enzyme 
Chemistry.

Ecology,  a subject  that  is  on  the 
tip  of  half  the  tongues  in  the 
nation,  will  soon  have  an 
organized  proponent  organization 
on  campus.

According  to  Humpherys, 
barrels  would  be  placed  at  the 
dorms,  at  major  apartment 
complexes,  and  throughout 
campus  for  the  collection  of 
newspaper,  bond  paper,  aluminum 
cans,  and  steel  cans. 

Newspaper  can  be  sold  to 
recycling  companies  for  $6  a ton, 
bond  paper  for  $8  a ton,  and 
aluminum  cans  for  $200  a ton.

Hairy  problem 
is  everywhere 

It  isn’t  only  BYU  that  has 
dissenters  to  dress  codes  in  the 
Utah  school  system. 

Alpine  and  Davis  school 
districts  were  taken  to  court  in 
September  1970  over  whether  the 
school  districts  have  the  right  to 
set  and  enforce  standards 
regarding  hair  length  in  the  public 
schools. 

The  joint  case  reached  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  this 
March.  And  on  March  27  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  refused  to  hear 
the  case. 

In  effect,  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  upheld  preceeding 
decisions  from  Utah’s  federal 
court  in  Ogden  and  the  10th 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in 
Denver. 

Both  of  the  lower  courts  ruled 
in  favor  of  the  Utah  districts.  The 
court  decisions,  however, 
emphasized  that  only  school 
boards  have  the  right  to  set  hair 
standards,  the  logic  being  that  the 
public  elects  school  boards  and 
thus  decisions  regarding  hair 
lengths  are  in  essence  the  will  of 
the  people. 

This  means  that  district 
administrative  personnel  do  not 
have  the  right  to  set  standards  for 
hair  length. 

At  the  time  of  the  initial  suit, 
both  districts  had  the  same  policy 
regarding  hair  length,  that  hair 
had  to  be  kept  above  the  eyes, 
ears,  and  dress  shirt  collar.  Since 
that  time,  both  districts  have 
excluded  the  “hair  off  the  ears” 
standards. 

According  to  Superintendent 
Dan  Peterson,  Alpine  School 
District,  and  Superintendent 
Bernell  Wrigley,  Davis  School 
District,  the  significance  of  the 
rulings  lies  more  in  the 
affirmation  of  school  board  rights 
than  in  the  issue  over  hair  length. 

The  court  case  was  initiated  in 
the  Alpine  School  District  at 
Orem  High  School.  In  Davis 
School  District,  students  at  the 
Sunset  Jr.  High  School  and  the 
Viewmont  High  School  took  the 
hair  question  to  the  courts. 

The  Civil  Liberties  Union 
sponsored  the  students  in  all  three 
cases. 

Plof^iarism  plumed 
up  in  New  York  state 

A New  York  firm  specializing  in 
writing  term  papers  for  college 
students  was  ordered  Tuesday  to 
stop  the  practice  on  grounds  it 
encouraged  ‘‘intellectual 
dishonesty  and  cheating.”  A 
prosecution  official  said  the  order 
would  set  a national  precedent. 

State  Supreme  Court  Judge 
Abraham  J.  Gelloinoff  issued  a 
temporary  injunction  prohibiting 
Term  Papers  Inc.,  New  York, 
from  “transacting  business  as 
sellers  of  essays,  theses,  term 
papers  or  other  school 
assignments.

JiL  review 

German  Theater 

Manfred  Mausmann's,  “The 
Fischbeck  Tapestry”  (“Der 
Fischbecker  Wandteppich”),  is  a 
strikingly  executed  drama  of 
profound  religious  force. 

The  production,  done  last 
weekend  at  BYU,  is  one  of  several 
engaged  in  recent  years  by  the 
Department  of  Germanic 
Languages  and  performed  by  Salt 
Lake  City’s  unique  Deutsches 
Theater.  This  group  is  now  in  its 
third  decade  and  one  of  only  two 
such  enterprises  in  the  Western 
hemisphere  recognized  by  and 
affiliated  with  the  German  Actors 
Guild. 

Written  to  be  performed 
without  costumes  or  scenery  and 
played  without  intermission,  “The 
Fischbeck  Tapestry”  is  a 
deceptively  simple  play  which^ 
makes  unusual  demands  upon  the 
actor.  The  latter’s  ability  to  evoke 
the  audience’s  imagination 
depends  solely  upon  the  skill  of 
his  pantomime,  concreteness  of 
gesture  and  vocal  expression. 

THE  PLAY,  which 
commemorates  the  1000-year 
jubilee  of  the  abbey  of  Fischbeck 
near  Hameln,  treats  the 
reenactment  by  four  modern  day 
thespians  of  scenes  from  a 
medieval  tapestry  whose  story 
ostensibly  inspired  the  abbey’s 
erection  in  955. 

Treating  the  trial  and  attempted 
execution  of  two  innocent  women 
accused'  of  a cruel  kiiight’s 
death— one  his  wife,  the  other  his 
mistress  and  maid-the  story 
abruptly  vacilates  between 
moments  of  soul-searching  trauma 
on  the  part  of  these  legendary 
characters  and  the  casual 
discussion  of  their  interpretation 
by  the  actors. 

With  its  stunningly  direct 
manner  of  presentation  and  its 
deft  manipulation  of  the 
play-within-the-play  form.  Salt 
Lake  City’s  Deutsches  Theater 
demonstrated  an  artistic 
perfection  and  intensity  that  few 
plays  demand  and  few  players 
ever  deliver.  Compensating  for  the 
production’s  stark  setting,  the 
actors  gave  it  freer  imaginative 
rein,  than  the  most  handsome 
painted  flats  or  the  most 
authentic  properties  could  have 
conveyed. 

NEXT  FALL  Deutsches  Theater 
returns  with  the  ambitious 
offering  of  Schiller’s  “Cabala  and 
Love  (Kabale  und  Liebe”).  It 
should  not  be  missed.

‘America  is  welcome’ 


It’s  been  a long,  long  time 
since  a popular  new  group  hit 
the  music  scene.  The,  solo 
performers  were  born  with 
Carole  King,  James  Taylor, 
Don  McLean  and  others,  but 
since  ’67-’68,  new  groups  have 
been  scarce. 

AMERICA  is  indeed 
welcome. 

From  the  moment  the  needle 
comes  down  on  the  opening 
“Riverside,”  the  striking  item 
about  America  is  their 
resemblance  to  the  stylings  of 
the  Crosby,  Stills  & Nash 
album.  Incredibly  tight 
three-part  vocals  and  guitar 
counter-pointing  ring  of  the 
CS&N  outing,  and  Dewey 
Bunnel’s  vocal  styling  on  the 
hit  “Horse  With  No  Name” 
lead  to  much  early  speculation 
that  the  voice  belonged  to  Neil 
Young.  Bunnell  can  even  sound 
like  Steve  Stills  on  other 
tracks. 

BUT  THE  GROUP  is  young 
and  well-developed  for  their 
age  and,  thankfully,  being 


young  is  different  from  being 
immature.  There  are  definite 
signs  that  the  similarities  will 
disappear  in  future  work  as  the 
trio  evolves,  changes  and 
metamorphosizes. 

It’s  an  acoustical  album,  very 
technical  at  times  in 
arrangements  as  the  trio  winds 
6 and  1 2 string  guitars  around 
each  other  in  pinpoint  and 
counter  rhythms,  superbly 
complementing  each  other. 
They  have  integrated  their 
stylings  and  performances  well. 

THE  MORE-prolific  Bunnell 
writes  of  ideas  and 
well-tempered  abstractions  as 
in  “Horse”  and  “Pige^  Song” 
and  “Sandman”  (“He  rides  the 
sky  like  an  eagle  in  the  eye  of  a 
hurricane  that’s  abandoned”). 
Dan  Peek  comes  off  as  my 
personal  favorite  with  his 
sensitive  vocals  and  lyrics  as 
displayed  in  “Rainy  Day”  and 
“Never  Found  The  Time”  in 
addition  to  his  hypnotic 
“Donkey  Jaw”.

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Dr.  Holbrook:  Work  is  rewarding

•‘I  always  did  today’s  work 
today  if  1 could,  and  if  I couldn’t 
get  it  done  today,  I did  it 
tomorrow.” 

But  somewhere  along  the  line, 
Dr.  Leona  Holbrook,  chairman  of 
the  BYU  Women’s  Physical 
Education  Dept.,  must  have  done 
some  of  tomorrow’s  work 
yesterday. 

Her  list  of  accomplishments  and 
national  recognitions  could  fill  a 
phone  book. 

Dr.  Holbrook  has  served  as 
national  president  of  the 
American  Association  for  Health, 
Physical  Education  and 
Recreation,  the  largest 
organization  in  the  nation  in  the 
field  of  physical  education. 

She  is  one  of  two  women  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  U.S. 
Olympic  Committee. 

SHE  HAS  spent  a year  in  Chile 
for  UNESCO,  working  out  an 
educational  plan  for  developing 
countries. 

She  has  been  president  of  the 
Western  Society  for  Physical 
Education  of  College  Women. 

She  has  held  leadership 
positions  in  Delta  Kappa  Gamma, 
the  American  Ca.mping 
Association,  the  Advisory  Board 
of  the  National  Folk  Festival,  the 
Utah  Recreation  Society,  and 
many  others.  She  has  served  on 
innumerable  committees,  visited 
many  foreign  nations  on 
assignment,  presented  papers 
before  professional  groups, 
published  magazine  articles,  and 
received  a number  of  awards, 
including  the  Helm’s  Athletic 
Foundation  Award. 

And  meanwhile  she  has

somehow  managed  to  teach 
classes,  direct  the  women’s  PE 
program  at  BYU,  and  serve  on 
many  civic  groups.  The  result  is 
little  time  for  herself. 

Why  does  she  do  it  all? 

“WHEN  YOU  agree  to  do 
something,  you  think  ‘well,  I can 
do  it,’  or  ‘they  want  me  to  do  it,’ 
or  ‘somebody  else  won’t,  so  I will’ 
and  still  anticipate  that  you’re 
going  to  get  some  of  these  other 
things  in,  but  most  of  these  labors 
take  longer  than  you  think  they’re 


going  to,  and  so,  very  often  you’re 
sitting  there  saying,  ‘why  am  1 
doing  this?  Here  it  is  two  in  the 
morning.’  Maybe  it  will  be  New 
Year’s  morning  and  everybody 
else  is  home  in  bed  or  else  coming 
home  from  their  parties.  But  if 
you  say  you’re  going  to  do  a 
thing,  then  you  follow  it 
through.” 

And  perhaps  her  remarks  on 
physical  activity  help  explain  her 
attitude  toward  difficult  tasks. 

“I  don’t  think  all  physical 
activity  has  to  be  in  the  name  of 
play  or  competition  and  have 
scores  on  it.  But  to  sometimes  see 
what  you  yourself  can  do,  what 
you’re  worth  or  what  you’re  up 
to,  what  you  can  respond  to,  how 
much  you  can  put  out,  calls  for  a 
pretty  good  self-evaluation. 

“From  the  standpoint  of 
rewarding  endeavors  I think  most 
people  would  be  better  served  by 
self-evaluation  than  by  having  a 
score  go  down  on  paper.  The 
leader’s  or  the  teacher’s  or  the 
professor’s  job  is  to  help  the 
individual  become  an 
accomplishing  individual. 
Probably  the  prime  difference  in  a 
person  who’s  very  much  alive  and 
one  who’s  dead  or  nearly  dead  is 
the  amount  of  thought  and 
coordination  and  activity- 
production-that  the  live  person 
can  put  forth.  Some  of  his 
production  has  to  be,  I think, 
good  biological  joy  or  biological 
living. 


‘‘I  BELIEVE  there’s  a general 
depression  in  people  because  they 
do  not  have  enough  things  for 
which  they  feel  fully  joyous  in 
accomplishment.  So  if  a person 
has  a way  of  working  rewardingly 
and  playing  rewardingly,  1 don’t 
put  all  the  accent  on  play,  this  is 
the  way  I think  man  should  be. 

Dr.  Holbrook’s  interests  are 
universal.  She  paints,  plays  the ' 
piano,,  saxaphone  and  banjo.  She 
visits  cultural  attractions  wherever 
she  travels  and  has  a special 
interest  in  paintings  of  the  life  of 
Christ.  ‘‘There  are  few  aspects  of 
human  endeavor,”  she  says,  ‘‘in 
which  1 don’t  find  something  to 
be  interested  in  and  stimulated 
by.” 

On  university  physical 
education  programs  she  says:  “I’d 
like  to  see  a lot  of  open 
scheduling  so  that  we  might  have 
four  or  five  times  a day  just  open 
scheduling  when  you’d  know  that 
you  could  go  down  and  play 
badmiton  for  instance.  It  would 
take  a lot  more  facilities.  We  have 
to  schedule  up  our  present 


facilities  pretty  much  to  take  care 
of  the  classes.  If  we  had  the 
equivalent  of  this  building  (the 
Richards  PE  Building.)  doubled  or 
this  building  and  the  Fieldhouse 
doubled,  so  that  people  could  run, 
they  could  play  squash,  they 
could  play  handball  or  tennis  or 
volleyball,  or  if  they  wanted,  just 
go  down  and  bang  a tennis  ball 
against  the  wall,  or  practice 
whatever  they  have  in  mind  it 
would  be  much  better.” 

FROM  HER  trips  abroad  Dr. 
Holbrook  has  brought  back  some 
ideas  which  could  help 
recreational  programs  in  America. 
She  feels,  for  example,  that  there 
may  be  a real  value  in  mass 
calisthentics  as  practiced  in 
Europe. 

She  has  not  sought  for  honors, 
but  they  have  come  to  her  from 
both  her  profession  and  the 
public.  Far  overshadowing  the 
honors,  however,  are  the  many 
hours  of  hard,  unnoticed  work  she 
does  each  day.  That’s  what  she 
gets  for  refusing  to  sidestep  the 
tough  assignments  that 
somebody’s  got  to  do  and  nobody 
wants  to.

And  it’s  winning.  The  horsehide 
youngsters  ran  their  tally  to  13-4 
Tuesday  night  as  they  shut  out 
Utah  Technical  College  by  a 6-0 
count  at  Timpanogos  Park. 

The  Kittens  got  on  the 
scoreboard  early  as  Ron  Hill  and 
Steve  Johnson  were  given  free 
tickets,  Mike  Schoell  slapped  a 
single  to  right  to  load  the  bases, 
Glen  Garvin  struck  out,  and 
Denny  Rogers  hit  a grounder  to 
UTC’s  shortstop.  Tech’s  second 
baseman  made  a bad  throw  to 
first  attempting  the  double  play. 
Both  Hill  and  Johnson  raced 
home  and  that  was  all  the 
ammunition  pitcher  Bill  Buskist 
needed. 

Buskist  nursed  a blood  blister 
on  his  pitching  hand  throughout 
most  of  the  game,  but  it  didn’t 
seem  to  bother  him  much  as  he 
set  down  14  batsinen  on  strikes. 
He  showed  poise  on  at  least  two 
occasions  when  it  looked  as 
though  he  was  going  to  issue  a 
free  pass  by  reaching  back  and 
whizzing  three  strikes  past  the 
batsman.  Only  six  Technicians 
reached  base  with  only  one 
moving  as  far  as  third. 

Centerfielder  Doug  Stoddard 
carried  the  big  stick  for  the 
Kittens  as  he  went-  2 for  2 with  a 
triple  and  a double.  Both  were 
well-hit  balls  rather  than 
judgement  errors  by  the 
outfielders. 

Most  other  bats  were  silent  as 
both  squads  seemed  more  intent 
on  keeping  warm  during  the 
unseasonal  snowstorm  than  on 
playing  much  baseball. 

The  four  losses  for  the  Kittens 
have  come  at  the  hands  of  the 
College  of  Southern  Idaho,  Ricks 
College,  Rangeley  College,  and 
Snow  College.  Said  assistant  coach 
Ron  Clark  of  his  charges,  “We’ve 
got  a great  bunch  of  people  this 
year.  They  hustle,  work  hard,  and 
are  dedicated  ballplayers.” 

Some  of  the  top  individuals 
thus  far  have  been  pitcher  Tom 
Lyons  who  is  currently  2-0, 
second  baseman  Ron  Hill,  and 
short-stop  Glen  Garvin. 

Of  Hill  and  Garvin,  Clark 
commented,  “They  both  run  like 
crazy,  (Hill  had  two  stolen  bases 
in  Tuesday’s  game)  defensively 
both  have  good,  strong  arms  and 
cover  a lot  of  ground.  Offensively 
I’d  guess  that  both  are  hitting  in 
the  neighborhood  of  .350.” 

Several  more  games  are 
up-coming  for  the  young  Cats. 
Unlike  freshman  basketball  which 
draws  a crowd  from  the 
early-birds  for  the  varsity  contest 
the  baseballers  must  rely  on  close
